S.R.O. 368. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 19241, and in supersession of the Government of the United 
Provinces Municipal Department Notification No. 2053/XI-639 E.I., dated the 20th 
September, 1922, the Cantonment Board, Varanasi, with the previous sanction of 
the Central Government, hereby imposes an octroi (without refund) on all goods 
and animals mentioned in the first Schedule annexed hereto and brought with- 
in the limits of Varanasi Cantonment for consumption or use therein, at the 
rates indicated against each of them in the said Schedule: 

Provided that no such lax shall he levied on any of the goods or animals 
mentioned in the second Schedule annexed hereto.

for the work of the local body and are not being imported for the purpose of 
being sold.
